CULTURE. — For  fall  and  early  spring  setting,  plant  from  the 
end  of  September  till  the  first  of  January.  November  and  De¬ 
cember  plantings  should  be  made  in  cold  frames  or  hot  beds  for 
protection  during  the  winter.  Plants  from  early  fall  plantings  can 
be  set  out  the  end  of  October  or  during  November  to  head  up  early 
in  the  spring.  Set  the  plants  18  inches  apart  in  rows  21  to  3  feet 
apart,  running  the  rows  east  and  west  and  setting  the  plants 
on  the  north  side  of  the  ridge  to  prevent,  as  much  as  possiblei 
the  frequent  freezing  and  thawing  so  injurious  to  cabbage.  Re¬ 
quires  a  good,  rich  soil,  plenty  of  moisture  and  a  highly  ammo- 
niated  fertilizer,  also  frequent  deep  working.  One  ounce  plants 
100  feet;  6  to  8  ounces  will  make  enough  plants  for  an  acre.

In  the  South  perennials,  biennials  and  hardy  annuals  may  be 
sown  outside  in  the  fall.  These  sowings  make  finer  plants, 
earlier,  larger  and  more  brilliant  blooms.  Perennials  and  bren- 
nialte  bloom  the  next  summer,  advancing  the  blooming  season  a 
year.  Annualte  should  have  a  slight  covering  in  extreme  weather;

OTHER  WINTER  LEGUMES. 


Not  long  ago  Hairy  Vetch  was  one  of  the  most  noxious  weeds 
of  winter  grain  crops.  It  was  vigorous  and  hardy,  withstand¬ 
ing  severe  winters.  It  could  not  be  easily  screened  out,  and 
decreased  the  value  of  wheat  for  milling  purposes.  Modern 
cleaning  machinery  easily  takes  out  vetch,  making  it  harmless. 
Vetch  is  a  legume.  Its  high  protein  makes  a  winter  grain  hay 
mixture  far  more  palatable  and  nutritious.  The  nitrogen  gath¬ 
ering  of  vetch  makes  it  one  of  the  best  winter  cover  crops. 
What  was  a  wasted  by-product  of  wheat  screenings  has  be¬ 
come  far  more  valuable  than  wheat  itself. 

The  price  of  Hairy  Vetch  advanced  rapidly,  as  the  supply  was 
limited.

To-  see  if  these  cheaper  varieties  are  of  equal  value  to  Hairy 
Vetch,  T.  W.  Wood  &  Sons  conducted  experiments  for  several 
years  on  its  own  experimental  station  in  Virginia.  Hairy  Vetch 
stood  the  Virginia  winters  so  much  better  than  the  others 
that  its  superior  value  in  Virginia  and  States  farther  north  was 
proved.  To  determine  if  other  vetches  would  be  as  valuable 
as  Hairy  in  the  milder  winters  of  North  Carolina,  T.  W.  Wood 
&  Sons  got  the  County  Agents  and  farmers  in  eight  sections 
of  North  Carolina,  ineluding  the  southernmost  border,  to  plant 
varietal  tests  of  vetches. 

P.  H.  Kime,  Plant  Breeder  of  the  North  Carolina  State  College 
of  Agriculture,  summerizes  these  tests  as  follows: 

“American  grown  Hairy  Vetch  has  a  slight  advantage  over  im¬ 
ported.  The  Common  or  Oregon  Vetch  is  late  and  not  adapted 
for  an  early  cover  crop.  Hungarian  Vetch  makes  a  fail-  growth, 
is  more  upright,  but  not  equal  to  Hairy  Vetch  as  a  cover  or  hay 
crop.  It  is  better  to'  pay  two  to  four  cents  per  pound  more  for 
Hairy  Vetch  than  for  Hungarian  and  Common  Vetch.  Austrian 
Winter  Pea  shows  promise  as  an  early  cover  crop  for  turning

under.  On  sandy  soils  it  makes  more  growth  up  to  April  1st 
than  Hairy  Vetch.  It  is  not  equal  to  Hairy  Vetch  as  a  hay  crop."

As  a  result  of  our  North  Carolina  and  Virginia  vetch  experi¬ 
ments  we  find  that  Hairy  Vetch  is  far  more  valuable  than  any 
of  its  substitutes  for  a  winter  hay  mixture.  American  grown 
Hairy  Vetch  is  slightly  better  than  imported  because  it  makes 
a  thicker  growth  and  produces  more  hay. 

Austrian  Winter  Pea  is  the  most  promising  substitute  for 
Hairy  Vetch,  as  it  is  exceedingly  winter  resistant  and  makes  a  big 
growth,  producing  as  much  hay  as  Hairy  Vetch.  It  is  not  quite  as 
palatable  as  Hairy  Vetch.  If  Hairy  Vetch  is  much  more  expensive 
than  Austrian  Peas  it  will  be  profitable  to  mix  the  two  half  and 
half.  This  practice  is  followed  by  the  thrifty  Hungarian  farmers. 

Hungarian  Vetch  makes  less  growth  than  Hairy  Vetch,  having  a 
short,.,  bushy  stem  about  two  feet  tall  instead  of  the  tall,  running 
vine  that  makes  Hairy  Vetch  so  valuable  in  small  grain  mixtures. 
It  is  about  ten  days  earlier  than  Hairy  Vetch.  They  have  about  the 
same  feeding  value.  Unless  Hairy  Vetch  is  much  more  expensive, 
Hungarian  should  not  be  substituted  for  it. 

Common  Oregon  Vetch  in  every  test  was  almost  completely  win¬ 
ter  killed.  What  few  vines  withstood  the  winter  made  their 
growth  so  late  in  the  spring  as  to  be  of  no  value  in  winter  mix¬ 
tures. 

Likewise.  Monantha  Vetch,  that  product  of  California  prized  so 
highly  in  the  far  South,  proved  to  be  of  no  value  in  North  Carolina, 
as  the  first  bad  frost  wiped  it  out.

CULTURE  IN  POTS, — Use  any  good  rich  soil,  mixed  with  sand,  potting  so  as  to  leave 
the  top  of  the  bulb  even  with  the  soil.  For  a  single  plant  use  a  4  or  5-inch  pot;  but  the 
effect  will  be  prettier  if  several  bulbs  are  planted  in  a  larger  pot,  and  still  more  effective 
if  all1  are  of  one  color.  Press  the  soil  firmly  around  the  bulbs,  but  do  not  pack  it  under¬ 
neath.  Water  thoroughly  and  place  in  cool,  dark  place  for  four  or  five  weeks,  watering 
about  every  ten  days,  enough  to  keep  the  soil  moist. 

A  still  better  plan  is  to  sink  the  pot  in  the  earth  about  six  inches,  covering  with  soil, 
choosing  a  location  that  is  not  too  wet.  For  a  succession  of  bloom,  bring  the  first  out  about 
December  1st.  and  every  two  weeks  thereafter  until  February  1st.  Keep  moderately  warm, 
and  when  they  begin  to  bloom,  give  plenty  of  water,  and  as  much  fresh  air  as  possible.  Too 
much  heat  dries  up  the  flower  and  shortens  the  blooming  period. 

CULTURE  IN  OPEN  GROUND. — Any  good  garden  soil  will  suit  Hyacinths,  and  the 
planting  depth  should  be  determined  by  the  character  of  the  soil.  If  clay  or  very  heavy, 
do  not  cover  more  than  three  inches;  if  light,  from  four  to  six  inches.  Protect  with  manure, 
leaves  or  coarse  litter  to  prevent  freezing.

CULTURE  OUT  OF  BOORS. — All  varities  of  Narcissus  should  be  grown  in  clumps  and  patches  in  every  suitable  spot,  and  there 
is  not  a  spot  where  grass  will  grow  in  which  Narcissus  will  not  succeed.  In  planting,  be  guided  by  the  size  of  the  bulb,  allowing 
4  to  5  inches  between  small  sorts  and  6  to  8  inches  between  large  varieties.  The  bulbs  will  soon  completely  fill  the  space,  forming 
a  compact  mass,  and  it  is  then  their  flowers  are  produced  the  most  freely.  Plant  about  5  inches  deep,  according  to  the  size  of  the 
bulb.  The  Polyanthus  varieties  require  slight  protection.
